The statutory age, broadly speaking, is 
from 18 to 60. But hitherto only those 
up to the age of 45 have been called—at 
first it was 41. Now, however, it is an- 
nounced that men up to the age of 60 
are to be called, not necessarily for 
service in the trenches, but in order to 
take over less arduous duties in the 
rear of the lines, at the bases, and in 
various portions of the British empire 
removed from the scene of the actual 
fighting, so as to relieve the younger 
men for service at the front. 

Every other of the belligerent nations 
has taken advantage of its laws provid- 

ing for obligatory military service to 
summon its subjects home. There ts 
no reason, therefore, why Great Britain,

Pass Buck to Ban Johnson. 

Although that one question was of suf- 
ficient importance to keep the Amer- 
ican league men here a week, they

to their homes just as if ihe annual 
meeting had been nothing more than 
a get-together session for the purpose 
of telling each other how business had 
been for the last year.
